Dr. Aley set forth higher intellig-

While Dr. Aley did not set himself 


up as a pessimist, he asserted there 
•were certain •conditions existing in 
the United Stales, which thinking 
citizens should take cognizance of, 
and try to remedy .before they have 
gone too far. 


Dr. Aley said tiiat men made bet- 


ter citizens when they had a broad 
education —a knowledge that made 
it. possible for them to view life in 
its proper proportions.
